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Let Christmas begin... 

Lara Boglione looks back on her first year at the helm of Petersham Nurseries, and 
tells Jay Baylis why she can’t wait to spend her first family Christmas in Richmond 


I t’s November and The Richmond 
Resident is sitting in Greenhouse 
3, under a plethora of beautiful 
hand-blown, glass Christmas baubles 
that are dangling from every spectrum 
of a rattan canvas above. Deep purples, 
melting mauves and luminous lilacs 
are the first decorations to go up as 
Petersham Nurseries gears up for one 
of its busiest times of the year. But just 
as that festive feeling takes hold, Lara 
Boglione reveals they are all coming 
down. ‘It’s just not right and Mum 
agrees,’ she nods. ‘We want something 
warmer, more coppers, reds and silvers. 
It will look wonderful.’ 

And there in a nutshell you have it. 
The reason why Petersham Nurseries 
has become such a success: the Boglione 
family — who took over the ailing 
garden centre - are perfectionists.

And Boglione, 28, who has taken 
over the helm from her parents Gael 
and Francesco exactly a year ago, seems 
to be following in their footsteps. 

Her influence as managing director 
is already in evidence - Shiva statues 
that she sourced from India are 
dotted among the plants, their own 
branded products (a new Giardino 
candle launched last month) are now 
in the shop and teahouse, while the 
newly opened Greenhouse 3 is now a 
dedicated garden shop.

bits and pieces with the nursery and 
officially decided in December 2011,’ 
she says. ‘I looked around and realised 
my parents have created a place I love 
and respect. All the values and ethos 
that they both believed in were also my 
views that I strongly held in my life.’ 

Boglione was 11 when the family 
and her three younger siblings all 
moved to Petersham from Chelsea. But 
she was travelling in India when the 
nurseries opened. ‘I was so sad not to be 
here for the initial opening. As kids we 
always thought it was the most 
fantastic place.’ 

Her sister Anna runs the Petersham 
Playhouse, while the youngest Ruby 
helped in the Michelin Star restaurant 
before going to study Interior Design. 
Their brother Harry returns from 
Australia with his girlfriend and 
newborn son - named after their 
father Francesco - for their first family 
Christmas in Richmond. ‘We are 
always together for Christmas, but this 
will be the first time in England - we 
usually go to Italy. But we’ve wanted to 
do it for ages here,’ explains Boglione.

Christmas spotlight on.... 
Butcher Matt Jenkins 

A ustralian Matt Jenkins opened The Village 
Butcher on Friar Stiles Row two years ago 
and now supplies, amongst his regulars, 
the likes of Jerry Hall and John Hannah with his 
free range turkeys which come from John Howe in 
Kent. He believes to get the best out of your bird you 
should always leave it out of the fridge in the morning 
to get it close to room temperature before you prep it. 

‘Loosen the skin around the breasts and legs with 
your hands then under the skin rub a herb and garlic 
butter or herb butter all over the breasts and legs,’ says 
Jenkins. ‘Then stuff the turkey in the main cavity. I 
like to use a sage and onion bread stuffing in the neck 
cavity so all the flavours mix together with the turkey. 
Always follow the cooking instructions but I always 
start cooking breast side down and then after a couple 
of hours turn it over.’ 

If you fancy a change this Christmas Jenkins has a 
range of different alternatives. ‘Goose is the original 
Christmas bird. For those that do not want a large 
bird or do not like the slightly gamey flavour of 
turkey we would suggest a cockerel.’

Catherine McCabe escapes to the Shire, Aylesbury, 
and falls in love with history at Hartwell House

I t’s just like Lenny Henry says: we all 
live for the weekend. But when those 
days are reserved for an escape to the 
country, it calls for more than a Premier 
Inn. Let’s be honest - there’s not a great 
deal going down in Aylesbury, located an 
hour’s drive from TW9. In the 1800s, 
they advocated the death penalty for sheep 
stealing... and it’s been quiet ever since. 

However, it does boast Hartwell 
House - the stateliest of stately homes. 

On arrival I felt like a giddy wartime child 
on an evacuation. Resting in 90 acres of 
undulating green parkland, the house is 
gloriously old fashioned. 

The decor boasts a colourful mix of 
Georgian and Jacobean features. The 
list of past owners reads like a glossary of 
monarchy: the exiled King Louis XVIII 
once had his name on the lease. The 
wonderful thing about Hartwell is that 
they aren’t afraid to show their age — 
scuffs on the carved antique staircase and 
chips in the vanity table are all left well 
alone, all adding to its stuffy charm. The 
only modern touch is found in a distant 
wing in the form of the Hartwell House 
Spa, offering a very different experience. 
With its Grecian features and poolside 


deckchairs, the spa had the Great Gatsby 
effect: I felt a thousand pounds richer and 
two inches taller. 

In their high-ceilinged, Rococo-loving 
drawing room, afternoon tea seems 
inevitable. And like a true anglophile, it 
was everything you might expect - heavy 
on carbs, even heavier on tradition. We 
sipped Earl Grey from chintzy cups before 
a view of the parklands. The surrounding 
gardens offer a literal breath of fresh air 
for Londoners. 

When it comes to dinner, ‘dressing up’ 
is an unspoken essential, even if it’s just 
to feel a little regal when you descend the 
stairs. The menu is infinitely British and 
not for the faint-hearted. We went for 
the Sample Tasting Menu (£67 per head) 
and never looked back, mainly because 
we were blinded by the meat offerings. 
Chicken and duck liver parfait, pan¬ 
fried suckling pig, Oxfordshire beef - all 
relentlessly rich and perfectly cooked. 

There’s no room for austerity at 
Hartwell House, but when you’re lying 
on a four-poster bed, you won’t miss it.
